HTGrubby biroadcast daily this period ffiscept for 22 and 25 August due to 
the inteiTuption caused by the change of safehouse site. Among the more 
prominent sub^lacto treated were th© series of articles on the Couimunlst 
violation of th© United Nations Kuman Sights, the ridiculing of Zeri 1 
Popnllit and Bashlcl'ii on their anniversary and the denunciation of reli- 
gion persecution by the Corrmiuxiists. A teilinique userj tvjioe this period 
was the recording of Enver HoxiieJs speeches and then retransrs'itting parts 
of the actual speech interrupted by our co-unients. 


Beoeotion In Albania 


There were no new sources of inforuiation eoncemlng our reception in 
•Albania, but there \ias ao&e evide ce of jasiming which tended to lend some 
confirmation that jai'ming equipient had been received in Albania as stated 
in the previous monthly report.
